The inventions relating to clams 1 and 6 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
document 1 cited in the ISR, and document 2 cited in the ISR. Using an electrode 
corresponding to a groove extending electrode described in document 2 for a turning folk 
type flexible crystal vibrator in which an electrode corresponding to a beside -groove 
electrode of document 1 is formed would be easy for a party skilled in the art. 

The invention relating to claim 2 does not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
documents 1 and 2. Using an electrode corresponding to a groove extending electrode 
described in document 2 for a turning foUc type flexible crystal vibrator in which an 
electrode corresponding to a beside -groove electrode of document 1 is formed so that the 
beside-groove electrode is formed integral with the groove extending electrode would be 
easy for a party skilled in the art. 

The inventions relating to claims 3-5 and 8 are not described in any of the documents cited 
in the ISR; nor would they be obvious to a party skilled in the art. 

The invention relating to claim 7 does not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
documents 1 and 2. Using an electrode corresponding to a groove extending electrode 
described in document 2 for a crystal unit comprising a tuming folk type flexible crystal 
vibrator in which an electrode corresponding to a beside-groove electrode of document 1 is 
formed wherein the tuming folk type flexible crystal vibrator is attached in a case would be 
easy for a party skilled in the art. 
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
